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PRESERVES  AND 

THE  PURE-FOOD  LAW 


When  horaemakers  put  up  preserves,  they  measure  or 


weigh    the  fruit  and  the  sugar  and  use  approximately  the  same  quan- 
tities of  each.     This  old-fashioned  rule  is  the  "basis  of  the  Govern- 
ment's advisory  standards  according  to  a  report  from  the  Food  and 
Drug  Administration,  which  enforces  the  Government's  standards  for 
jellies,  jams,  and  preserves  shipped  from  one  State  to  another. 
Homemakers  who  intend  to  ship  homemade  jams,  preserves,  and  jellies 
in  interstate  commerce  should,  of  course,  acquaint  themselves  with 
the  Federal  rules  governing  the  labeling  of  such  products. 
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
